If they are to speak effectively, they will not 


have merely to overcome the suspicion and 
prejudices of an Irish political organisation, but 
to allay that general resentment on the part 
of Irishmen against. this country which Las 
heen the driving force of the Sinn Fein 
movement. The method of exchanging written 
arguments between London aud’ Dublin has 
obviously placed them under a disadvantage in 
this respect, for the negotiations have become a 
public contest in which each side supports its 
champions. If, on the other hand, the Govern- 
ment. bring discussion to ciose quarters, they 
will not only convinee Ireland of the persistence 
of their desire for ace—by no means a 
negligible consideratior—but will substitute the 
true atmosphere of peace-making for that of 
an exhibition of dialectics. Negotiations of this 
sort need waste no time. The representatives 
of Sinn Fein would, according to Mr. de Valera, 
be plenipotentiaries, while on their side the 
Government would occupy a position stronger 
than any British Government has ever held. 
If, under such conditions, they were unable to 
attain the agreement they seek, they woiild 
have done all that lies within their power. No 
reasonable man in this country, or, indeed, 
heyond it, can, or will, ask more of them in 
the way of negotiations. 


ULSTER AND SINN FEIN. 


Mr. St. John Ervine, in the course of a 
letter to The Times, says:—In my intercourse 
with Ulstermen lately I have found them very 
willing to acknowledge the sincerity and up- 
rightness, and courage of the Sinn Fein leaders, 
but they insist that these gentlemen are lack- 
ing in a sense of reality, and have no rience 
of normal government. The nearest they will 
came to a.su tion of unified Government is 
to say: ' Well, let them show us that they 
know how to govern, and we will think about 
it.” In these eireumstances dots it noi seem 
reasonable to ask the Sinn Feiners to accept the 
offer made by the Government, ee by 
their control of JIrish affairs outside the 
Northern Parliament area that the Uleter fears 
are groundless? The Ulstermen will come in 
of their own free will when they are satisfied 
of the abilities of the Sinn Feiners, but any 
attempt to make them come in before they are 
so satisfied will merely keep them out. This is 
tantamount, no doubt, to saying that Uleter- 
men are unreasonable and obstinate, but calling 
a thing by its name does not alter its char- 
acter or make it amy less of a fact; and the 
great and‘urgent need of Sinn Fein at this 
moment is not courage, is not unselfishness, is 
not sincerity, but the er to recognise a fact 
when it sees one; and Uleter is the supreme and 
inescapable fact in the Irish situation.

When Dail Eireann met in Dublin she saw 
their gallant Volunteers guarding the 
approaches to the Mansion House, and she 
thought tnat they looked just as the Americans 
must have looked, amd she said so to Gen«-«' 
Macready. (Hear, hear, and laughter.) 

Mr. Osmond Esmonde, having referred to the

BIG DISPLAY IN ROSCOMMON. 


The remains of Lieutenant Schally, of the 
1.R.A:, were removed yesterday from Kilteevan 
Graveyard,. where they were temporarily in- 
terred, to the family plot in Gloontusket. The 
circumstances in connection with his death were 
pecuhar. Some months ago Crown forces had 
a trench on the public road in the Lanesboro’ 
direction refilled, and it is alleged. that an 
explosive was placed in the trench. A short 
time afterwards the deceased man, with others, 
was reopening the trench, when the explosive 
went off, injuring Schally to such an extent 
that, after lingering for some weeks, he died. 
The funeral was arranged for 2 o'clock. The 
coffin was placed on an extemporised gun 
carriage, covered by the _ tri-colour. ne 
Volunteers from Athlone, Ballinasloe, Galway,’ 
Sligo, Mayo, Longford, Loughlynn,  ete.,, 
numbering between and , marched be- 
hind the remains, the officers in charge of the 
various companies being in uniform. There 
was an enormous attendance of the general 
public, the funeral cortége stretching for over 
three miles. Cloontusket graveyard, a distance 
of about six Irish miles from Kilteevan, hav- 
ing been reached, Father O'Flanagan delivered 
a panegyric. The “ Last Post ” was sounded, 
and three volleys were fired over the grave be- 
fore it was closed.

Sir James Long, Se@etary to the Commis- 
sioners, was seated in his office when Mr. Day 
and two other members of the Transport Union 
entered and demanded possession of the office. 
Sir James informed them that he had no autho- 
tity for acceding to such a request, but the 
deputation insisted on assuming control. 8ir 
James Long then left, and the three members 
of the Transport Workers’ Union took their 
seats at the desks. No hooks or documents were 
available, however, as they had been locked in 
the safes on the previous night. 


THE HARBOUR SOVIET MEETS. 


In the afternoon a largely attended meeti 
of the Transport Workers was held in the Board. 
room. Alderman Kennedy said that they had 
agreed to submit the matter to a conference, 
to be presided over by a man appointed by Dail 
Eireann, but they had had is agree to a

When 
he put Alderman Higgins and de Roiste in front 
of the ' Secretary of Labour, ” Dail Eireann, 
they had very little to say. He (Mr. Day) ad- 
vised Mr. Higgins to abandon his attitude. I 
said, continued Mr. Day, “I'm getting no £8 a 
week from the Harbour Commissioners. You 
are a paid vice-guardian, but I’m not paid. I 
don’t want any pay for this work.” As soon as 
an agreement was signed they would be in. 
structed to go to work, but if the necessity arose 
they must strike again. es 

The company then joined in a hearty singing 
of “The Red Flag, and the meeting ter- 
minated. ; 

Later in the evening both sides signed a 
formal agreement submitting the dispute to one 
representative nominated by the Harbour Board, 
one by the Transport Workers’ Union, and a 
chairman appointed by Dail Eireann “ Labour 
Department.”

ULSTER'S PARLIAMENT. 


CHALLENGED IN TYRONE. 


An anti-partition resolution, which was re- 
ceived from the Tyrone County Council, caused 
a heated scene at the meeting of the Omagh 
Urban Council on Monday night, and drew 
from one Councillor the declaration that before 
the writ of the Ulster Parliament would be al- 
lowed to run in Tyrone the hillsides would flow 
with blood.

This amounted 
to nothing less than a rebel organisation, and 
it was guilty of nothing short of treachery to 
the lawful Gévernment of Ireland—namely, the 
Govermment of the Irish Republic. This reso- 
lution was not intended to raise a fiery cross 
in Omagh or in the County Tyrone if it could 
be avoided, but it was intended to express to all 
whom it might concern the feeling of the 
majority of the people, and to address a warn- 
ing that before the writ of the Belfast Parlia- 
ment would run in Tyrone the hillsides would 
run with . The people of Belfast were 
up against a ition such as they never 
were up against in all their history, and if an 
attempt were to enforce the laws of a 
Belfast Parliament and bloodshed resulted, the 
shame and humiliation must be placed on those 
who made the attempt. 

Several exciting incidents occurred during 
the debate, and eventually the resolution was 
carried on a majority.

NOVA SCOTIA AND THE IRISH CHURCH. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—In the accounts of the very notable 
celebrations in honour of the tercentenary of 
the granting of the charter of Nova Scotia, of 
which Annapolis Royal, the former capital of 
Nova Scotia, was the scene the other day, while 
many references were made to the at repre- 
sentative facts of the history of Nova Scotia 
and of ite eminent men, there was one remark- 
able omission. The fact appears to have been 
forgotten that the first Colonial bishop of the 
Anglican Communion was Bishop of Nova 
Scotia. Charles Inglis, who was consecrated 
Bishop of Nova Scotia in Lambeth Chapel in 
August, 1787, had been Rector of Holy Trinity, 
New York, and was obliged, after a ministry of 
thirty years, to leave that city on the severance 
of the North American Colonies from the 
Crown as the result of the War of American 
Independence. It may be of interest to mem- 
bers of the Irish Church to be reminded that 
Charles Inglis was an Irishman, born in Kilcar, 
County Donegal, of which his father and his 
elder brother were rectors; that his grand- 
father and great-grandfather were also Irish 
clergymen; that Charles Inglis’s son was the 
third Bishop. of Nova Scotia; and that his great- 
grandson was Sir John Inglis, the hero of Luck- 
now, 

I remember being much attracted by «a 
magnificent early Georgian coffee pot in the 
house of my old friend, the late General 
Laurie, C.B., M.P., who had a large property 
in Nova Scotia. He told me that it had be- 
longed to Bishop Inglis, who was an ancestor of 
Mrs. Laurie's, and that the bishop in his hurried 
departure from New York had buried the coffee 
pot, which, on revisiting that city many years 
afterwards, he reco from the place where 
he had hidden it. 

Charles Inglis was the recipient of an 
honorary degree at Oxford. Trinity College, 
Dublin, does not appear to have noticed him. 
In St. Patrick’s Cathedral, however, there is a 
fine brass mural tablet to his memory, which 
owes its existence to the exertions of the Very 
Rev. Henry Vere White, now Dean of Christ 
Church Cathedral, Dublin, whose own ministry 
for several years lay in one of the Dominions 
of the British Empire. The Bishop and clergy 
of Nova Scotia and the Corporation of* Trinity 
Church, New York, from which Charles Inglis 
was ejected, were among the subscribers to 
this memorial, which some pp ago one of the 
lineal descendants of Charles Inglis came with 
me to see. 

The Dean of Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin 
in a very valuable and erudite work entit 
“Children of St. Columba,” published some 
years ago, which is a mine of information in 
relation to the splendid service of Irish 
clergy in the work of the Society for the Pro- 
pagation of the Gospel, devotes an illuminating

REFUND OF INCOME TAX. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES.’ 

Srr,—I too am receiving unfair treatment at 
the hands of the Income Tax authorities. Last 
year I was inf an official in one of the 
departments that would not be liable for 
Income Tax this year. As a matter of fact, I 
knew that to be the case. 1 sent in my 1921-22 
return during May last, and at the same time 
applied for a refund of ninetéen guineds. Since 
then I have been asked to pay £23 lls. 6d., 
£15 136. 44. of which is said to be arrears due 
in respect of 1919-20, which haa been dealt with 
and y (ror of. 1 explained this fact to the 
authorities, and then received from another 
department another demand note for payment 
of £17 10s. 11d., which sum includés the above 
arrears. 

I never found the Income Tax officials correct 
in their assessments yet. In fact, their practice 
appears to be to assess an exaggerated amount 
and to leave it to their victim to prove the 
assessment wrong. I am in communication with 
five departments over my Income Tax, which 
means red tape, muddle, and expense. Last 
year I was told that I owed the Revenue £4 
10s. 9d. I proved that the Revenue owed me 
that amount, but it was twelve months after- 
watde when I received the last instalment, for 
I had to drag the amount out of the Comp- 
troller.—Yours, etc., “* DiscusTzp.”
